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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-9, 11-16, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by US Patent No. 5,672,131 to Osborne et al. ("Osborne"). Osborne teaches a shaft 
having a first and second end (Fig. 2), a plurality of contacts that extend radially from the shaft 
(Fig. 2 and 1:34-54), visual and audio indicators that generate a pattern to be repeated by a game 
participant (1 :34-54 and 2:29-34), and the contacts are to be struck to mimic a pattern generated 
by the game (1:34-54). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
• section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 10 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Osborne. Osborne discloses the invention as described above, but does not teach colored lights 
corresponding to different contacts. However, Osborne teaches that the concept of a pattern or 
sequence matching in a game was well known at the time of the invention (1 :20-30). Osborne 
discusses the known invention, SIMON ™, which uses colored lights produced in predetermined 
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sequences with the contacts that would be struck by a user. Osborne teaches improvements to the 
SIMON ™ game (1 : 20-30) and additionally that lights can be used to produce a pattern or 
sequence of events (2:29-34). While Osborne does not mention that the lights would be colored 
to show a sequence, one of ordinary skill at the time would reasonably infer that it was well 
known at the time of invention to use colored lights to denote a sequence of events. 

Citation of Pertinent Prior Art 
The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
disclosure. 

US Pat. No. 4,285,517 teaches a pattern matching game with a plurality of contact surfaces and 
colored lights that are to be struck by a user. 

US Pat. No. 4,359,220 teaches a pattern matching game with a plurality of contact surfaces and 
colored lights that are to be struck by a user. 

US Pat. No. 5,816,580 teaches a game with a shaft and radially extending contact surfaces. 
US Pat. No. 6,086,478 teaches a game with a shaft and radially extending striking surfaces. 
US Pat. No. 6,210,278 teaches a game with a shaft and radially extending striking surfaces. 
US Pat. No. 5,409,213 teaches a game with a plurality of striking surfaces. 
US Pat. No. 5,685,776 teaches a game with buttons that extend radially from a shaft.
